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Your Membership Dues 


On December rst of last year you received the statement for your 1961 mem- 
bership dues. Every year there comes to the central office of the Chicago Dental 
Society literally hundreds of calls and complaints about the dues received by 
the Society. First, let it be understood that the Chicago Dental Society, as the 
component society, is the agent for the collection of the Illinois State Dental 
Society dues and the American Dental Association dues as well as those of the 
Chicago Dental Society. 

I will attempt a breakdown of the $80.00 dues bill into its several divisions: 


$30.00 is for your dues in the American Dental Association; 
$25.00 is for your dues in the Illinois State Dental Society; 
$10.00 is for a special assessment for the Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Dental Society in the fight against 
illegal dentistry ; 

$15.00 is for your dues in the Chicago Dental Society; of this 
amount approximately $2.00 is returned to each Branch, and 
$2.50 is for your subscription to the FortnicGHTLY Review. 


From the above you will note that of the $80.00 collected, $15.00 is retained 
by the Chicago Dental Society of which only $10.50 is available for the opera- 
tion of the many Society activities. The Chicago Dental Society dues amount 
has been static since 1945 and, although the Midwinter Meeting provides some 
much-needed monies for dental health education and public relations, the 
rising costs of presenting our annual Midwinter Meeting have skyrocketed to 
the point where the meeting does not even meet these needs. The $2.50 
allotted for subscription to the FortNIGHTLY Review only partially meets the 
cost of publication and mailing. These are just the actual figures of the divi- 
sion of the dues bill and are presented to make it clear that the Chicago Dental 
Society is the collecting agency only for $65.00 of the bill. 


Remember this before you call to make complaint. To some, the dues for 
membership may seem excessive but if you would sit down and analyze just 
the tangible benefits that dental society membership brings to its members you 
would begin to realize that it is a real privilege to be a member of organized 
dentistry. We will attempt to point out a few of the material benefits that 
come from membership. 


1. There is group insurance—life, accident, health, hospital, and catas- 
trophic. The saving on the premium of any one is equal to the amount of 
your dues. 

2. There is the Dental Budget Plan which affords time payments to your 
patients who qualify and provides you with your fee at once. Thus complete 
dental service is made available to entire families because the work can be 
paid for over an extended period. If you have not used it, you are missing 
out on a real boon to your patients and to yourself. 

3. Because you are a member, liability insurance is available at very reason- 
able rates. 

4. Three dental journals are yours because of your membership and if you 
were to read them all, you will have been provided with a liberal education 
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in what goes on in your profession. They give information on what is new and 
acceptable in the way of new products and equipment. 

5. The Council on Therapeutics and Research provides a means of testing 
and of giving approval to worthwhile products. This Council also tests new 
equipment and instruments and_passes on its findings. 

6. There is the extensive library of the American Dental Association where 
almost every known textbook is made available for the use of the membership. 
This also includes most recognized dental journals. A large library of motion 
pictures and films are available at an extremely low rental. 

7. There is the Legislative Council which is the watchdog of legislation 
affecting the practitioner. This is true throughout the State. 

8. There are the annual scientific sessions of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and of the Illinois State Dental Society, as well as the Midwinter Meet- 
ing of the Chicago Dental Society, which in themselves provide a postgraduate 
course in dentistry that is worth more than the cost of membership. 

9. The privilege of joining together with men of like interest and training, 
in learning by thé interchange of ideas a finer and improved dental service to 
the great American public. 

10. Just the opportunity of fellowship with old friends, and fellow dentists. 

11. The Relief Fund which is dentistry’s way of saying “thank you” to the 
aged upon whom misfortune has befallen, to make their sunset years a little 
more livable. 

There are other advantages but this should, at least in a small way, give 
you an idea of what membership in the American Dental Association, the 
Illinois State Dental Society, and the Chicago Dental Society, means to you 
in the way of tangible benefits. _
